CHAMBER  HELPS  IN  GETTING  A RELIABLE  TRUCK  CROP  SURVEY 


Cabbage.  Spanish  onions,  lettuce,  spinach  and  cantaloupes  are  the  truck 
crops  best  adapted  to  production  in  carlot  quantities  in  the  El  Paso  valley, 
according  to  the  report  of  O.  D.  Miller,  assistant  in  marketing,  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates,  who  was  brought  to  the  valley  by 
fi  Paso  Chamber  or  Commerce  last  month  to  set  up  the  facts  relative  to 
future  truck  possibilities.  Mr.  Miller’s  survey  cost  the  Chamber  S132  and 
is  worth  thousands  to  our  farming  community.  Manager  H.  C.  Stewart,  of 
the  Agricultural  Department,  assisted  Mr.  Miller  in  reaching  all  parts  of 
the  valley.  The  report  is  on  rile  in  this  department  for  public  information 
and  guidance. 

“Cabbage  shows  the.  greatest  promise  for  a.  sure  cron  and  a consistent 
market.”  said  Mr.  Miller.  “From  about  200  cars  this  year  at  $25  to  $30  a 
ton.  cabbage  growers  should  realize  $125  to  $200  an  acre  above  expenses. 

“Soil  and  climatic  conditions  make  the  Rio  Grande  Project  a natural 
onion  producing  district,  the  Spanish  variety  commanding  attention, 
smnish  onions  shinned  from  this  district  in  lot!)  netted  shippers  $2  a 
crate,  or  nearly  $1000  an  acre. 

“Lettuce  could  be  shipped  to  outside  markets  at  two  seasons.  This 
district  has  the  advantage  of  a lower  freight  rate  to  the  large  mlddle- 


western  markets  than  its  winter  competitors,  amounting  to  around  35  cents 
a crate  or  more.  It.  appears  that  the  average  net  return  to  the  grower 
should  range  from  $125  to  $150  per  acre.  Between  May  1 and  15  ten  cars 
were  shipped  by  one  grower  to  New  Orleans  and  Eastern  Texas  points. 

“Spinach,  with  proper  fertilization,  grows  like  a weed  in  this  district. 
In  carlots  a reasonable  return  would  be  from  $70  to  $135  per  acre. 

“Yield  of  cantaloupes  in  1921  averaged  390  crates  to  the  acre  from 
the  Mesilla  valley,  returning  about  $120  per  acre.  Production  in  El  Paso 
valley  has  been  about  15  cars  a year.” 

Various  other  profitable  crops  are  suggested  by  Mr.  Miller.  He  gives 
the  following  estimates  of  consumption  of  valley  truck  in  the  El  Paso 
market:  Cabbage,  onions,  lettuce  and  tomatoes,  each  3 ears  per  week; 
watermelons,  9;  cantaloupes.  6;  celery,  2;  spinach,  i;  cauliflower.  1;  sweet 
potatoes.  20  ears  yearly.  He  says  that,  El  Paso  dealers  show  a disposition 
to  supply  their  trade  as  completely  as  possible  from  home  grown  stock. 
Vegetables  paid  for  in  California  and  freighted  to  El  Paso  cannot  compete 
with  locally  grown  stock  of  equal  quality,  he  says. 

Mr.  Miller  emphasizes  the  necessity  of  advance  sales  by  growers  and 
proper  packing  for  the  markets.

To  be  on  the  safe  side  it  is  best  to  estimate  about  500  cubic  feet 
to  the  ton.

Prepare  a deep,  finely  pulverized  arid  well  settled  seed  bed.  Plant 
ten  to  twelve  seeds  to  the  hill,  close  together,  if  the  soil  is  inclined  to 
crust,  as  one  plant  will  help  the  other  raise  the  crust,  and  the  strongest 
should  be  left  in  thinning.  Cover  the  seed  about  2 inches  deep.  If  hills 
4 feet  each  way,  thin  to  one  plant  they  have  five  to  six  leaves;  if  6 
feet  each  way,  thin  to  two  plants  to  the  hill. 

Cultivate  frequently,  deep  away  from  the  plants,  but  shallow  close 
to  them.  When  hoeing  remove  the  crust  from  around  the  plants  and 
replace  with  fine,  loose  soil. 

If  under  irrigation,  they  should  be  watered  regularly  about  every 
two  weeks  and  the  watering  continued  through  the  ripening  season  to 
keep  the  vines  thrifty.  Many  do  not  irrigate  during  the  ripening  season, 
with  the  result  that  after  a couple  of  weeks  the  melons  ripen  prematurely 
and  are  of  poor  quality. 

FOR  THE  CUTWORM  Mix  Paris  Green  with  bran  and  spread  a 
circle  around  the  plant. 

FOR  APHIS  First  keep  the  vines  hardy  by  deep  planting  and  proper 
cultivation,  irrigation  and  fertilizers.  Then  if  the  aphis 
appears,  which  is  unlikely,  spray  with  Black  Leaf  10,  or  bury  the  affected 
part  with  dust.  Either  way  is  a constant  fight 

FOR  MELON  BLIGHT  that  is  caused  by  a fungus  at  the  root, 

spray  the  hill  freely  with  Bordeaux  so 
that  the  liquid  will  rollow  the  stem  several  inches  beneath  the  surface. 
This  should  be  done  as  a precaution  rather  than  as  a remedy. 

READ  THIS  If  y°u  would  prolong  the  life  of  your  vines,  make  a 
path  between  the  rows  by  training  the  vines  to  grow 
along  the  rows,  and  not  across  from  one  row  to  the  other.  Then  at  pick 
ing  time  do  not  allow  the  pickers  to  tread  upon  the  vines.  To  do  so 
makes  many  culls  and  shortens  the  life  of  the  vines  and  lessens  your 
profit  about  one-third.

iiKlKF  hints  ON  SOWING.— Nine-tenths  of  the  failures  in  raising-  flowers  are  caused  by  improper  treatment  of  the  seeds  and  young  plants.  The 
finer  seeds  should  be  started  in  shallow,  well  drained  boxes  in  the  house  and  the  young  seedlings  should  be  transplanted  a few  times  until  they  are 
large  enough  to  set  out  Into  the  open  ground.
